At the same time it must be admit- 


ted tliat smallpox is not scheduled as a 
preventive medicine, and the number 
of persons it either kills, maims or in- 
flicts with mental incapacities is prob- 
ably grentev than the number of per- 
sons whose lives it prolongs. 


At the same time it is a fact that the 


disease, though one of the most terri- 
ble known to medical science, does you 
a great deal of good if you are capable 
of throwing it off without suffering 
after effects of a more serious charac- 
ter than being pitted with the queer 
little marks it almost invariably leaves 
behind to distinguish its victims. 


Numbers of elderly persons in more or 


less feeble health are kept alive by 
coughs, such, for instance, as bronchi- 
tis. Chronic coughs are peculiarly com- 
mon to old people, and hundreds who 
complain of the distress caused them 
by such affections are really indebted 
tc their coughs for their length of life.

to doctors as a preventive of iflany oth- 
er diseases. It is a notorious fact that

and albeit they suffer very se- 


verely at times they generally enjoy ex- 
cellent general health, the very causes 
of the gout keeping their blood in good 
condition and making it unendurable to 
many kinds of microbes.

PICTURES OF CHRIST 


Ought to to SupprtiMd, Said Instruc- 


tor Saiftnt in His Talk M Art 


Walter Sarg«nt, instructor of draw- 


ing at the normal school, gave another 
one of his series of short talks on art 
yesterday afternoon before a large 
gathering of teachers, pupils and a few 
outsiders. Mr. Sargei.t is In a very 
general way following out the develop- 
ment of art. discussing broadly the 
reasons for and significance of certain 
stages in that development. Yesterday 
his subject was the Rennaisance, and 
he took up some or the earlier features. 


Continuing from where he left off in 


his last talk, Mr. Sargent spoke of the 
contrast of art before and after th« 
Dark Ages. The character of art, he 
said, depends upon its envionment, the 
spiritual climate ifhich produces St. 
Between the two periods mentioned 
there was a shifting of the .standpoint 
of inspiration. The ideal of the Greek 
art was perfect vigor and physical 
beauty; the center of inspiration was 
on earth. In the Rennaisance the stand 
point shifted to the next life. It is fas- 
cinating to trace the gradual change 
back to the old ideal again. 


The speaker then went on to trace 


this change by showing on the screen 
a few of the pictures of the -period. 
With the Greeks art had helped relig- 
ion so the church of the Rennaisance 
called in art. It was a great mistlke. 
The Greek art 
and Greek 
religion 


sprang from the same thing, physical 
beauty, while in the Rennaisance the 
accent was on the spiritual, not the 
physical, and the art resulting was an 
attempt to symbolize the spiritual. Re- 
ligion has suffered by the pictures pro- 
duced, li. seems astt it would be better 
if all pictures of the Christ were sup- 
pressed, for Christ is an ideal, and any 
attempt to incarnate the ideal is made 
at the expose of the ideal. 


Turning to the Greeks for a better 


expression of the spiritual ideal the 
painters of the Rennaisance began to 
appreciate beauty for its own sake. 
From representing the spiritual sym- 
bolically they began to suggest it, and 
in seeking the golden mean.between 
the spiritual and physical the master- 
pieces of the Rennaisance were pro- 
duced.

unproductive. 
He experimented and 


elaborated until be found a method of 
disposing profitably of every atom left 
over. 


There is a man In New York who hca 


in bank a goodly sum of money which 
he calls his "'tis but fund." 
When 


tempted to needless expenditure by the 
specious plea, " 'Tis but a nickel or a 
quarter or a dollar," he denies himself 
and drops the amount he would have 
spent into a portable bank, which is 
filled with amazing rapidity. That is 
one way to stop a leak. 


More serious than any prudential 


matter are the little leaks in life by 
which vital erergy is squandered and 
moral force is diminished, impercepti- 
bly it may be, through what-we some- 
times regard as inconsequential acts. 
Lack of order in our methods of labor, 
indifference to the "minor morals" of 
hygiene and the "major morals" of 
honesty aiid truth, the practical repu- 
diation of personal responsibility, the 
neglect of duties which arise from our 
ethical and religious nature—these are 
the leaks which we must stop or bo 
bankrupt in the world's eyes and in 
God's.—Saturday Evening Post.

Then follows a scrip* of provisions to 


enable the commission* to perfect the 
title of persons now nccupyinjj publics 
lands and to lease and sell lands tosueh 
persons or give llitm to occupants with 
out eonipeusaition. This, is to providd 
tor small native land hul.lors who are 
Occupying and for a long time bave oc- 
cupied public! lands, but who hare no 
titles to protect them In their holdings. 


Next com* provisions in rejf.ard to 


fhe timber lands, which ar<« not to be 
told or leased by the commission, who 
have power only to issue Iscensps to cut 
timber under the forestry regulations 
now in force in the islands. The pro- 
Visions in regard to timber lands are fol- 
lowed by a number of sections ns to 
mineral lands. Tliesp are very elabo- 
rate and embody the mineral law* em- 
braced within the report of the com- 
mission and which have hepn prepared 
by them with great cnre. so that they 
Shall be in harmony with thp existing 
Spanish laws. The mineral la nils sec- 
tions cover also coal lauds and saline 
lands. 


One of the most important provisions 


In the bill is that empowering the Phil- 
ippine commission to purchase thai 
lands of the religious orders and dispose 
of them on proper terms to the actnal 
occupants.

Tided in certain cases. 
Municipalities 


and the city of Manila are'authorized 
to borrow money and to issue bonds for 
municipal improvements.

banking system and authorize national 
banks of the United States to be estab- 
lished in the Philippines.

ALLEGED THEFT OF $35,000 


Parry Townsend Admits \Vrom<\olng, 


•Which Has Covere* a Period of 
Two Ycurs-Worked In D<tnk For 
Twcoty-Fiv«. Years 


Taunton. Mass., Jan. 7.—Uarry H. 


Townsend. cashier of the Bristol Couni y 
National bank, is reported to be $33.000 
short in his accounts, the deficit having 
been found last night by Bank Ex- 
aminer Ewer. The breach of trust is 
said to have been due to speculation in 
cotton future. Tbe cashier is tindi»r 
the eye of a United States officer until 
tbe bank's affairs are further looked 
Into. 


Thn bank is considered to be one of 


the most conservative in the county, 
and it isstated that the alleged shonas« 
of $35.000 in no way will impair its 
Rtanding. The bank has a capitalization 
of $.500,000, and by its December state- 
ment the surplus fund was shown to lie 
$150,000, -and undivided profits $33.000 


One of tlip dii'pciors last night stated 


to Tbe Associated Press that tbe$35.0iW 
mentioned isthenutside ficureof the de- 
falcation, and that ihe bank's surplus 
will amply protect all interests. 
The 


director ;.lso said that Cashier Town- 
send, when irregularities were called to 
bis attention, admitted that he wasgliort 
in his accounts to Ihc.inionnt stated. 


Bank Examiner Ewer's visit last 


night was emirely unespr-effd. and it 
is understood that it was prompted by 
a suspicion that everything was not 
just right when be made an examination 
of the accounts n short time ngo. 


Cashier Townsend had worked in too 


bank in various rapacities since he loft 
school some 2R years ago. In him tbe 
bank's oflicers had placed great trust. 
In private life he was not known to b<» 
extravagant or other than nn ex- 
emplary citizen. Tbe facts developed 
have shocked the directors more than 
can bedesoiibod, 


One of the directors was asked as to, 


tl>e period covered and by what nietbnd 
the defalcation was ma dp possible H» 
said that apparently it had been goinjr 
on for two years, and Townsend ad- 
mitted this. The figures juggled wer* 
in balances with corresponding banks, 
presumably in New York and Boston. 


This director said: "In no way is the 


bank impaired, as the deficit is a mere 
bagatelle compared with the resources 
available to the bank, and to tbe men 
who are behind it. The directors are 
men of wealth and business ability. 
There should not be the slightest un- 
easiness in Taunton. although the shock 
will be a disagreeable one.'' 


Townsend worked up to the office of 


cashier, which he has held for 17 years. 
His fall was entirely due to speculation 
m cotton futures, and for two years he 
Imd been playing a losing game. 
He 


was a member of several orders in the 
city, moved in toe best of society and 
was the last man who would have been 
suspected of being in financial trouble. 
His bond to tbe bank is an individual 
one. signed by 20 Taunton men, each 
qualifying in S1000. 


During tbe evening Townsend was in 


charge of Lieutenant Evans of the po- 
lice force, but when the United States 
marshal arrived at a late hour the cus- 
tody was transferred. Townsend will 
be taken to Boston and arraigned be- 
fore tbe United States commissioner. 
He is expected to waive a hearing.

Those Entitled to Enter the Country 


Must Have Certificates Wltb Photo- 
graphs Attached-Provisions Rela- 
tive to Chinese In Our Islands 


Washington, Jan. 7.-The senators 


and representatives of tbe Pacitic coast 
who have been cousideriag a bill for 
Chinese exclusion have perfected a 
measure, which »*U1 be introduced in 
both houses In a few days, it is mucb. 
more comprehensive than any bills that 
have been presented heretofore on this 
subject, most of which simply provided 
foi excluding CUititee or re-enacting 
the Geary law. 


The bill under consideration cor.tains 


45 pages. It does not limit itself toany 
term of years, as did the Geary act, but, 
If passed in its present form, would be 
perpetual, unless repealed. 


The bill declares that all Chinese, 


other than citizens of tbe United States 
or those \vho are secured in coming to 
and residing in the United States under 
the present treaty with China, will be 
refused admission and returned to the 
country whence they came at the ex- 
pense of the transportation company 
bringing them. 
Transportation com- 


panies bringing Chinese to the United 
States shall detain* them uptil their 
right of admission shall be ascertained. 
Penalties are provided for not comply- 
ing with tbe provisions oftheact.$1000 
and one year's imprisonment beinjj the 
minimum, with a liability to forfeiture 
of vessels for violating any of the pro- 
visions of the law. 


The only Chinese personu permitted 


to enter the United States under the act 
are those who liavo become citizens by 
birth and nnturulir.ation and officialsbf 
the Chinese government: teachers, stu- 
dents, merchants, travellers for pleas- 
ure or curiosity, returning laborers, 
who must have certificate, or domiciled 
merchants. Chinese coming asahovo 
enumerated must have 
certificate's 


with a photograph attached Thesecre- 
tary of the treasury is to ask the Chi- 
nese government for the list of names of 
all officials'other than diplomatic and 
consular officers who desire to visit the 
United States. 


Several sections are devoted to pro- 


viding how Gbine.se laborers shall be 
registered and provided with certifi- 
cates when returning to this country. 
Certificates for any Chinese laborer are 
not good after such laborer has been 
absent for two years. Domiciled mer- 
chants are compelled to file annually a 
full and complete report of the nature 
and character of their business In order 
to better identify them. No Chinese. 
except diplomatic or consular officers, 
are allowed to eater the United States 
at any other ports than San Francisco, 
Port Townsend. Wash.. Portland, Ore., 
Boston, New York, New Orleans, Hono- 
lulu, oan Juan and Manila, or such other 
ports as the secretary of the treasury 
may designate. Ports may be desig- 
nated on the Canadian or Mexcan 
boundary after contracts have been 
made within tbe lines to comply with 
tbe act 


Provision is made for tbe inspection 


of Chinese and enforcement of tbe pro- 
vision of the act, under tbe direction of 
tbe commissioner of immigration;also 
for the deportation of Chinese who come 
to this country. Appeals from the com- 
missioner or bis officers to the United 
States states courts are provided and 
tbe method by which cases may be 
brought to the supreme court it de- 
fined. 


The following are the provisions rela- 


tive to Chinese in toe islands: 


"That no Chinese person being law- 


fully in Hawaii or Porto Rico or the 
Philippine islands, or any other Insular 
possession of the United States, shall 
by reason -thereof be entitled to enter 
or remain in tbe United States or any of 
tbe territory of tbe United States than 
that In which be was in the first in- 
stance permitted to enter or remain." 


Tbe words "United States" wherever 


used in this act. It is provided shall be 
deemed to mean "tbe lancta and waters 
included in the United States and its 
territories, the district of Columbia, 
Hawaii. Porto Rico, the Philippines 
and any and all other territory or pos- 
sessions now owned or hereafter ac- 
quired by the United States." 


Provision is made for the registration 


of all Chinese now in the United States 
to be completed within six months after 
the passage of tbe act 
All registered 


Chinese shall have a certificate, with 
photograph attached, and those without 
certificates at tbe end of six months 
shall be deported.

VHB CANAL MOOTS 


In the Isthmian canal Question con- 


gress 10 called B on to consider one of 
l\e most naomeatoua problems of recent 
years concerning a purely business 
proposition. There i* in it nothing af- 
fecting the political policy of the na- 
t>on. It is a matter of dollars and cents. 
anJ the practical good to be accom- 
p.i'shed. No other consideration should 
b<s allowed to enter into the discussion. 


The French company, owning the 


rights of the Panama route with the 
wi rk that has already been accomplish- 
ed was unwise in its attitude towards 
this nation at the beginning of the dis- 
cuit-ion. This hick of wisdom served to 
flx the Nicarasruan route in the minds 
of the people of America as the onlv 
available one, i.nd the sentiment in fa- 
vor of it is therefore strong1. 


But the situation is changed abso- 


lutely by the offer of the last few days 
which has been reported, and which 
promises to this country the Panama 
route at practically the price set by the 
canal commission as a reasonable one. 


From this time on the Question 


should be viewed alone in the light of 
tb.it offer. 
It is even stated, on the 


authority of the chairman of the canal 
ccmmission, that the report declaring 
ti at the Panama route was not feas- 
ible under the circumstances, was made 
-Rith the calculated purpose of bring- 
ing thePanama company to a realizing 
sc-nse of the practical side of the ques- j 


Now that this has had its effect, and 


the offer has been made, there should 
be no question in congress concerning 
tbe necessity of acting from the new 
point of view. 


If the canal commission is called upon 


for a new report, based on this offer, 
Its findings should be accepted.

WHAT SHOULD PRESIDENTS DO! 


Senator Chandler of New Hampshire 


has put it straight up to President 
Roosevelt by insisting that certain 
changes should be made in the habits 
of the president, and that nobody can 
successfully make the changes without 
being condemned as unduly exclusive 
except a president who has been a man 
of the people, and who is known to be 
at heart thoroughly democratic in all 
his ideas. This would seem to indicate 
that President Tloosevelt was the man 
for the occasion. 


In regard to Senator Chandler's sug- 


gestions, which are made in the form 
almost of demands, there is much rea- 
son for believing: that they are good 
ones. He 'makes them in an article con- 
tributed to Sunday's Washington. Post, 
under the somewhat startling title, 
"Wanted, a president." He very epi- 
fframmatically asserts that a president 
has now only three objects in life—first, 
to see 20,000 persons a year; second, to 
accomplish 
2,000 little things, and, 


third, to try to do 200 great things. In 
the seeing of so many thousand per- 
sons about trivial matters, and in giv- 
ing hi» attention to the thousands of 
little things, the president, Mr. Chan- 
Alar insists, is worn out and becomes 
phytleally unable to grapple with the 
great problems to which he ought to 
give his undivided attention. And he 
adds: 


"The time has come when access to 


the • president, except at public recep- 
tions, should be limited to the cabinet 
ministers, 
senators, 
representatives 


and ambassadors and to such other 
persons only as are given interviews 
for public purposes after written appli- 
cations have' been received and care- 
fully considered." 


As was recently referred to In these 


columns, the habit of the presidents of 
Jate years has more and more come to 
be just this habit which Mr. Chandler 
BO roundly condemns. The president 
has taken on himself many of the du- 
ties In regard to appointments and 
conferences formerly I«ft entirely to 
the members of the cabinet, until it 
la the marvel of the country how the 
highest official of tbe land can find 
time in tbe 24 hours to attend to the 
matters of really great Importance, to 
«ay nothing of attending to the de- 
mands 0f nature in »he way of sleep.

North Adams is to be congratulated 


upon the retention of the services of 
Mayor Wilkinson, and hla message 
shows that he will continue to serve 
the people in a manner that will reflect 
credit.—Springfield Union. 


The North Adams city debt of over 


a million dollars rtscelves due attention 
from Mayor Wilkinson in his third 
message. The Indebtedness increased 
nearly $500,000 during the first four 
years of the city's existence, owing to 
large expenditures for school houses, 
water and sewer systems, street pav- 
ing, etc., and it is now about 8 per cent 
of the valuation, while that of other 
cities neatest the population of North 
Adams is about 5 per c«nt. Conse- 
quently the North Adams tax rate Is 
considerably higher. The debt has been 
reduced nearly $10,000 the past year, 
notwithstanding large expenditure* for 
permanent work and improvements, 
and tbe tax rate has been reduced $1 
on a thousand; but the mayor cannot 
hold out the hope of as low a rate this 
year, as storm damages and maturing

SOME LEtUL FREAKS 


CURIOUS TWISTS THAT OBTAIN IN 


ENGLISH CRIMINAL LAW. 


A Perira Kay Be GnUty of Perjury 


Tbo»Bb H* Sirean to the Troth—No 
Such OSfcnie M Tre«jf>a»« — Point* 
Abomt Foreery. 
In no branch of the law as It is dis- 


pensed in Great Britain are such curi- 
ous points to be found or a greater 
number of anomalies to be met with 
than in the criminal branch thereof. 


It may be news to some people, for 


instance, to know that there are a num- 
ber of things in existence which can- 
not be stolen, such as a corpse, animals 
ferae naturae—i. e., animals wild in a 
state of nature (with certain excep- 
tions created by statute)—soil of the 
earth, etc. To attempt to steal nothing 
would appear on the face of it to be 
an Impossibility, much less a crime, 
but a man indicted for attempting to 
pick a lady's pocket which was subse- 
quently found to be empty was found 
guilty of an "attempt to commit theft," 
though, in fact, there was notbing in 
the pocket to steal. 


Any one lucky enough to pick up a 


sovereign lying In the road will be glad 
to hear that, if at the time of finding 
it he bad no reasonable means of dis 
covering the owner of it, and also if h<> 
did not at the same time conceive ^bf 
idea of appropriating it to himself," fat' 
will not be guilty of stealing if he 
keeps his lucky find, even if the rijht 
ful owner discovers and claims it. 


Most people walking in the country 


must have noticed on numerous occa- 
sions boards or placards posted up in 
woods, fields, etc., notifying In largo 
letters, that "trespassers will be prose- 
cuted," but few are aware that such 
notices are utterly useless and no one 
need feel the least alarm thereat, there 
being no such offense known in crimi- 
nal law as such a trespass, and a per- 
son could never be prosecuted for such 
an offense. They are, in fact, in the 
words of that eminent jurist, Sir Fred- 
erick Pollock; ia bis well known work, 
"Pollock on Torts," a "wooden false- 
hood." 


It Is a common fallacy to imagine 


that the crime of forgery consists in 
signing another's name, though in fact 
committing forgery consists in making 
and uttering any false instrument in 
•writing with attempt to defraud; thus 
It may be a forgery to omit a word 
from n document, and it will be a mat- 
ter of considerable surprise to many to 
learn that it is possible for a person to 
forge Ms or her own name. A person, 


• however, who fraudulently inserts an- 
other's name on a picture, thereby sell- 
Ing it as the work of some other artist, 
Is not guilty of forgery, as a picture is 
not an "instrument in writing." 


The crime of perjury also does not 


quite "fit in" with the generally ac- 
cepted idea, -which is that if a person, 
after being sworn on oath to speak the 
truth, swears falsely, be is'guilty of 
such offense. This is correct with the 
Important qualification that the fact 
tbe witness has sworn to must be ma- 
terial to tne case. Tbns, if a witness 
on being duly sworn gave a false ad- 
dress on being asked where be lived, 
this, though untrue, would not amount 
to perjury, as tbe plaee where the wit- 
ness lived would be quite immaterial. 


That a person may be guilty of per- 


jury though speaking tbe truth may 
eeem a curioua anomaly, but sucb nev- 
ertheless is tbe fact, as tbe test of per- 
jury is not whether a person is speak- 
ing what he believes to be the truth; 
80, If a witness, for instance, on being 
asked, "What colored tie was tbe pris- 
oner wearing when you met him?" re- 
plied "red," when in fact be did not 
really notice, he would be guilty of 
perjury, even though the prisoner was 
In reality wearing a red tie when tbe 
witness met him. 


Numerous other Instance* of crimes 


which present similar curious points to 
tbe above might be given, and. In pass- 
ing, persons taking out insurances 
against burglary might note that this 
crime can only be committed between 
the hours of 9 p. m. and 6 a. in.; tbnt 
breaking into a bouse by means of r.n 
open door or window Is not burglary, 
although entering a house by sliding 
down the chimney Is. 


We must not conclude this article 


wlthout'a short reference to a compar- 
atively recent case In which a man not 
possessing the raeaus to pay entered a 
restaurant, where be ordered and ate a 
good dinner. As, however, be was un- 
able to pay for the same he was given 
In charge and subsequently indicted 
for "obtaining goods by false pre- 
tenses." Tbe case resulted in tbe pris- 
oner's acquittal on the ground tbat be 
bad not been guilty of any false pre- 
tenses. 


This Individual therefore had a good 


meal on tbe cheap, bat we should not 
advise any enterprising reader to emu- 
late bis example, as, although be could 
not indeed be prosecuted for obtaining 
goods by false pretenses, It seems that 
bt wfll still be criminally liable under 
the bankruptcy act for obtaining credit 
by fraudulent mean*,—London TU-Bita.
